Oregon Dry Law Seriously Hurt
wymm

Portland — Restrictions 88 to the
amount of liquor which persona in Ore-
gon may receive from outside the state
every four weeks are in danger of be-
ing swept aside.

Seotions of the Oregon dry law reg-
ulating the importation of liquor and
aleohol into the state are nullified, in
the opinion of District Attorney
Evans, if the decision of Circuit Judge
Morrow Tuesday in overruling the de-
murrer to the complaint of Wadhams
& Co,, against the San Francisco &
Portland Steamship company remains
in force or is upheld by higher courts

on an appeal.

t"wo thirds of the Prohibition law
is wiped out by this decision,’’ said
Mr. Evans, ‘The state {s not & party
to the suit and any appeal from the
ruling must be made by the steamship
company.'

Judge Morrow's decision holds that
the provision of the dry law limiting
the right of importing large quantities
of aloohol to wholesale druggists is in
direct violation of the interstate com-
meree clause of the United States con-
stitution. Any manufacturer, genu-
inely in need of aleohol in wholesale
quantities, may import &8 much aleo-
hol a8 he desires for manufacturing
pirposes, maintains the jurist.

Posgession of aleohol by the manu-
facturer not being unconstitutional, it
is unconstitutional to prohibit him
from importing it ruled Judge Morrow.

“"That being the case, it follows that
as the poasession of intoxicants ia not
unlawful for the individual, no matter
what the quantity, the restriction of
the amount received by him to two
quarts of whiskey and 24 quarts of
beer & month must be unconstitutional
also,”’ said the sttorney.
